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HOUSING 

The  housing  problem  is  less  acute  than  it  was,  and  the  Council 
have  the  matter  well  in  hand. 

Five  unfit  houses  included  in  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance 
Scheme  were  demolished,  and  one  unfit  house  was  restored,  and 
removed  from  the  provisional  Slum  Clearance  hist. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  was  0  and  the  number  by  private  enterprise  11. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  11  new  houses  were  completed,  10  of  which 
were  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  and  one  in  Tower 
Road  to  a  cesspool.  There  are  now  seven  houses  in  Tower  Road 
which  are  drained  to  cesspools,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the 
Council  give  early  consideration  to  provision  of  foul  sewers  for 
this  area. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL
